MOTIVE EXCISE TAX 


Washington, June 29.—Senator 
Royal S. Copeland (Dem., N. Y.), 
is the latest recruit to the growing 
forces in favor of repeal of the 
3 per cent. automotive tax, it be- 
came known here today. 

In a statement discussing the 
tax outlook at the forthcoming 
session of Congress in December, 
Senator Copeland said he not only 
favored elimination of the auto- 
motive levy but also abolition of 
all nuisance taxes and the reduc- 
tion of corporation taxes from 131% 
to 10 per cent. 

He declared that reduction of 
these taxes would save the tax- 
payers of the country approxi- 
mately $400,000,000 annually.
